HMagicians , Necromancians, and the Caballe of the Tewes, 
Beſides a number of waies and meanes by men and enill ſbi- 
its, the moſt part of which hath beene moſt curiouſly ſought 
and publiſhed by the Rabelays in his Pantagoueliſme. And 
although that teſtingly, as mockes, hee puts them out, yet ne- 
wertheleſſe hee ſpeaketh not without « purpoſe and meaning. 
There is alſo yet another kinde of diuination that hath beene 
vſed, and that is by lottes , the which hath not beene deemed 
ſo ill and pernicious, as thoſe aboue named. For wee 
may finde that ſome of the auncient fathers did vſe to 
caſt lots for the finding cut of matters in queſtion and doubt: 
And it is alſo found in the Ancient law, that loſuah v- 


ſed alot to di ſcouer him that had broken the Commandement 


of God,which lot fell vton Acan, who confeſſed the fact, and 
was ſtoned to death. Likewiſe Saul vſeda lot, by the which he 
knew that lonathan his ſon had made publike offence , for the 
which he wold haue put him to death,but the people ſaued him. 
T he lot alſo fell on Jonas in flying from the Lord, who was 
thrown into the Sea and receaued by a Whale. And Saint Mat- 
thias was called and Elected by a let to be an Apoſtle. And 
get neuerthele ſſe, ſuch kinde of lots, though the Ancient Fa- 
thers wſed them, is now indicially reprooued and forbidden 
by the Canon of the Church, for that it might in time, grow 
to ſuperſtition, ſuch as that the faithfull might erre, and be- 
come idolatrous to the breach of the firſt commandement of 
God. But now againe to returne to our 2 ; I finde that 
beſides the ſaid dininations and lots, the ancients had diuers

more then for any certainty or beleefe of trueth they had in 
them, the which were called plaies of Hazard and Aduenture: 
as theſe;The Teſſarz,Talorum,or Taxillorum, Doctohe- 
dron and Dodecahedron,the forme and faſhion of the figure 


being 
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bag fan according to the diuerſuyof the play: Not onely 
in the forme and ſquares of the dye, but likewiſe in the markes 
thereof. For in ſome there was prickes,or points in other nume- 
rall figures, in ſome letters, and in ſome entire words, and ce- 
leftiall Signes, For I haue ſeene the play called the Dodeche- 
drow, marked with the twelue Signes of the Zodiaque , in the 
throwing whereof they were perſwaded of ſome truth or cer- 
tune event to their demaund. But I will not ſo perſwade you. 
Becauſe it cannot bee ſo, that theſe ſports of lots, dice,orſuch 
like things of chance which we wſe, can bee ſuch or like thoſe 
which the ancients vſed , which t hey termed Teſſara and Ta- 
lrum , notwithſtanding that the forme and figurebe the like. 
Andyet I am perſwaded that then with them, if there had 
nt bin more matter of effect then in theſe we vſe,they had noi 
leene ſo curious, nor vſed them ſo much. For it is found writ- 
zen in the life of the Emperour Claudius Cæſar, that he mas 
ſoaffettionated thereto, they cauſed to bee made, or ſumſelſe 
made a booke thereof. Alſo Auguſtus Cæſar was blamed 
for too much ſpending his time thereabouts. Plato in his 
dialogue of the Republique, doth there (6 eſteeme or extoll his 
play of Talorum, that hee maketh compariſon. of it to the life 
of man. Therefore 1 will not take vpon mee to ſhew youthe 
manner of Octohedron, an Dodecahedron as theancients v- 
ſedthem. For 1 muſt freely confeſſe vnto you, 1 amignorant 


thereof. But for this play called Dodechedron of fortune, Tue Au. 
It i the meere int:ntion of one Maſter Iohn de Meum, thor ofthe 
me of the moſt famous French Poets of his time, the which p called 


hee dedicated and preſented to King Charles the fift then 5 285 


King-of France, 4 found by an Ancient Superſcription 

inthe boote, when firſt I found it in a librarie of a friend of 

mne, who as well for the antiquitie, as the raritie of the 

Jane made great account thereof, keeping it being 4 — 
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booke euer ſecret to himſelfe , vntill that ouercome by my re- 
queſt he was content to let it come abroad, & for that we wan. 
red the knowledge and direction of the die being ſtrauge, and 
the authours direction therein; wee were forced to ſeeleb J 
the frequent communication of manie Doctors, for the 
wſe and aiſcontrie thereof. The which by the onely induſtri- 
aus labour and learned Search of the worthie Maſter Tohn 
Moreau, Signiearef Monliger, both the vſe of the dye, and 
manner of the bocke was found, as bereafter. I hen fr ſt con- 
cerning the Authour Maſter lohn de Meum, it i knowne 


that he was one of the moſt famous in the practiſeof the Ma- 
thematickes and Philoſophie of bis time. Aud ſo concerning 
this his booke hee hath proceeded ther ein according to & ſtrolo. 
gie, diniding the queſttons into twelue chapters anſwerable 
to the twelue houſes celeſiiall , directly obſerning the proper- 
ties and ſignifications of them: fur euerie chapter or rather 
houſe , hee hath propounded twelue demaunds or queſtions. 
And the boole contayning twelue replies er anſweres to ene- 
rie one, ſo that the Queſtions are in all 1 44. And the anſwers 
are to them in all 1728. I ſhould hereupon take occaſionto 
deſcribe vnto you the Significations and properties of the ce- 
leſtiall houſes, and what planets raigneth in them, it would be 
ſuperfluous, tedious, and nothing at all fit or appertaming to 
this Su biect. 1t onely alittle ſhall ſuffice mee to giuea taſte 
concerning the twelue houſes. eAnd to begin with the firſt 
houſe which is called Horolcope Angle of the orient Alcen- 
dant,doth ſi gniſie the beginning of lifeand workes. The ſe- 
cond Succedent, /ionifying goods. trafficke, riches,and other 
things neceſſary for life. The third is termed Cadent, of 
the Aſcendent , portending Brothers, Siſters, coſens, kin- 
dre, aſſociates, Judges, prelates, and ſuch like. The fourth is 
called the Angle of the earth , and ſo hath his

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father 5 oſſeſsions 7 houſes, hid Treaſar es, and things ſecret. 


The fift houſe Succedent, being good fortune, ſignifying ſons 
ind daughters, and their inclinations, Embaſſadors, Meſſin- 
gers, and profit to bee had by husbanarie or land. The ſixt 
houſe is called Cadent er euill fortune, noting baniſhment, 


ſeruitude, ſickeneſſe , falſe accuſations, and falſe witneſſes. 


The ſeauenth houſe is the Angle of the Occident, ſignifying 
mariages, quarrels , warre and things loſt, The eight houſe 
Succedent, the houſe of death,doth ſigniſie ſorrow, troubles, 
long torments, poyſons,and qualities of death. The ninth houſe 
Cadent of the orient Angle, the houſe of God,deth ſignifie 
voiages, nauigations, faith, religion, ceremonies , diuinations, 
dreames,prodigies,and preſages, of diuine puniſhment. The 
tenth houſe called the heart of the heauens, or the Meridionall 
Angle, franifieth honour , dignities, gouernment of Kings, and 
great men. The eleauenth houſe being Succedent, Meradio- 
nall or the good Angle ſigniſieth laue, companie, good Aduen- 
tures, fauour, aide, and ſuccors. The twelft and laſt houſe, 
called Cadent meridionall, or the euill ſpirit, doth ſigniſie 
and denote Enemies, priſonings, Captiuities, vengeances, trea- 
ſons, deceauings, hor ſe to ſell, and a conſummation of the per- 


| /osinquired for, which twelue houſes the Ancients of olde 


lime compiled together in theſe verſes following, 
Natus,V inci, Fratrem, Fiiium,Infernus, Vxorem 
Mors, Ambular, Regnat, Fortuna, Incarceratur. 
And thus it appeares that the Authour hath apropriated 
bis queſtions to the propertie and qualities of theſe houſes, the 
Which are very cunningly found by meanes of this che, called 
Dodecaedton or Dodechedron. By the which in my iudge- 
ment thus ſport is as ſubtil and ingent« us, as the points of the 
benmancy. And that you may the better underſtand the faſbron 
ad manner of the che, it is a geometricall bodie , compoſed

of twelue faces, or ſides, which are Pen tagones direcklie eg wal. 

for otherwiſe it would neuer fall perfect: the which ſidesor fa. 
ces muſt bee 7oined together cloſe andequally , ac in the Figure 
following heere wonder appeares , the which cut in ſquaris 
and then ioined together, carrying the one peece to the other, 
the body, called Dodecacdron or Dodechedron, will bee ; 
geometrical fi ure, like vnto the leſſer peeces heere under. 


This figure Dodechedron was much celebrated among 
the Ancients, comparing it vnto the round circle of the 
world or heauens. For like as in it is contained twelue Signes, 
diuided in 360. degrees, fo this Dodechedran is compoſed 
of twelae faces, Pentagones, euerie one of which doth part 
or diuide it ſelfe into fiue Iſopleures, or trianghs. Then thoſe 
againe ſubdiuided into ſix ſcalenes, which are triangles vne- 
2 3 Added together make inſt 360. Scalenes. And thus 

eng per formed, this muſt be obſerned , for making the num- 
bers on the dye, which u, that euer the 2. ſides oppoſed containe 
thirteene together, ſo that if the vndermoſt bee markea 
with eight , then the uppermoſt muſt be fue : if with nine, 
then the other with foure : if with twelue, then the other with 
ane, and ſo of the reſt. 

Aud now let vs beginne to ſbem you the order of the play, 
which will bee verie eaſie to doe, if you but obſerue and _—_ 
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the directions. Therefore you muſt firſt note that there 1 
ſyelue leaues, vpon the which are twelue chapters containing 
the queſtrons which any one may enquire for, being diuided 
into twelue ſpaces.

where you held your finger, and what number ſoruer it bee von 
muſt callit ons, and ſo tell forward the ſquares toward the 
igt hand, vntill you haue told to the number of your queſti.
